Until the 
coil warms up the plants may suffer 
fur want of nourishment even in the 
midst of planting. With the arrival of 
warm weather bacteriological forces 


increase in activity reducing the abun ; guests are from B.C. 


dance of plant food later on. It is dur 


‘ng the period previous to this time , 


that plants are liable to suffer unless 
given some special attention. To deter 
mine the value of stimulating growth 
by rapid acting fertilizer a trial was 


made with nitrate of soda for the , 


strawberry patch at the Kentville, N 
S., Experimental Station. The variety 
of strawberry used in the tests was 
Senator Dunlap. A uniform area in 
the plantation was selected and divid 
eda into three equal parts each treated 
cifferently. This work was continued 
for five years and in his report for 
1927 the Superirtendent, Mr W. Sax- 
by Blair, gives the results obtained. 

These show that for a five year per- 
10d the application of 100 pounds of 
nitrate of soda per acre applied broad 
cast over the plantation after the 
strawberry plants have started 
growth in the spring materially in- 
creases the yield oi fruit. Heavier ap- 
pDiications, up to a limited point, have 
yielded correspondingly heavier crops 
‘The average yields per acre covering 
five seasons were 6,932 quarts when 
tieated with nitrate of soda at the 
rate of 200 pounds per acre, 100 
pound applications yielded almost 500 
| 1arts less. Where no nitrate was ap- 
j ‘led the yield was only 4,052 quarts 
te the acre.

CNR TO BUILD 
ALTA, BRANCH LINES, 


Of the 695 miles of branch lines 
construction which is proposed by 
the Canadian National Railways dur- 
ing the next three years 156 miles are 
in Alberta.

League of Nations Discloses 
Radio Plane 

Plans have been made for the op- 
eration of a high-powered radio sta- 
tion at Geneva, Switzerland to be us 
ed in times of emergency by the lea- 
gue of nations to send messages to all 
countries in the..world. 

The radio station normally will be 
operated by the Radio-Suisse, a com 
pany operating wader the Swiss gov- 
ernment, but in times of emergency it 
will be taken over by the league. The 
station will have a long wave trans- 
mitter of 50,000 watts supplemented 
by short wave cransmitters. 

The secretariat of the league would 
decide which of its own telegrams 
should be sent by wireless and which 
by the lines of the Swiss administra- 
lion. In any case the Swiss telegraph 
administration would take all neces- 
sary steps to dispatch by wire as rap 
idky as possible such league traffic 
48 could not be transmitted from the 
radio telegraph station. The official 
traffic of the league would be given 
priority over all private messages. 

Small Station Has 
Large Audience 

Station WEBE at Cambridge Ohio 
using ten watts of power is said to 
be serving approximately 37,000 Hs- 
teners daily covering a radius of 
twenty-five miles.

Present major problems include 
the crop mature thoroughly so that it 
will keep for eight months in dry stor 
age. . 

At the Experimental Station, Mor 
‘aen Manitoba, onion maggots have 
cone extensive injury in recent years 
This past season four treatments were 
given. Best resulis came from a solu 
tion of 1|5 ounce of sodium arsenite 
ara ‘ore pitt’ molasses to one gallon 
of water which was placed in small 
tins distributed in the patch from 
spring-until-early summer,.The treat 


charcoal applied to the surface of the 
ground near the plants. — 

Other means of preventing loss‘ 
irom maggot injury are the growing 
of winter onions, raising transplants 
and the use of sets. Egyptian Top and 
White Welsh onions are hardy peren- 
nials, The latter is in good favour and 
supplies abundance of green onions 
from late April until the flavor be- 
comes strong in June. Onion seed 
sown in the house during first weeks 
of March, later transplanted and fin- 
ally set in the field in late May give 
the heaviest tonnage. Adl#a Craig and 
Sweet Spanish are of excellent quality 
and have proven highest yielders at 
Morden. The difficulty with these 
transplants is the tendency to very 
rapid sappy growth, which condition 
is conductive to sprouting of the 
bulbs in early winter. The sets do 
not grow so rapidly but besides furn- 
ishing early green onions give a large 


harden up well. 
General impressions of types are 
that white onions tend to be short 
keepers, red onions tend to cook 
quickly but be rather dark in color, 
whereas ydilow onions are general 
favorites, even though tests show 
them to require longer cooking.

Experimenta: work carried on at 
the Poultry Div.sion, Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa tu determine the a- 
mount of time that should elapse be- 
tween the cumpletion of the hatch 
ind the giving of first feed, nas shown 
some interesting results. 

An experiment carried on during 
ly25 gave rather indefinite results 
nut showed no greater mortality on 
feeding after twenty-four or thirty- 
aix 2our periods than when the birds 
were sturved for a longer time. 

A continuation of this experiment 
during 1926 showed the greatest gain 
in weight up to three weeks of age to 
be made by chicks fed twenty-four 
Lours after the completion of the 
hatch. The weight gains decreased 
gradually until forty-eight hours after 
which point decrease in weight gains 
was more marked. Mortality was 
¢qual for all lots excepting the last 
fed in which lot there was a slight in- 
crease. 

This experiment was again continu- 
ed during 1928. In this case the great 
est gain was made by the birds fed 
sixty hours after hatching followed 
by those fed seventy-two, twenty-four 
forty and ninety-six hours after hatch 
ing respectively. Mortality was equal 
snd greatest for the birds fed forty 
and seventy-two hours after hatching 
with those fed sixty and ninety-six 
hours next in order. There was no 
mortality amongst those - birds fed 
twenty-four hours after hatching. In 
no case did the birds starved until 
ninety-six hours after hatch eompare 
favourably with the earlier fed lota. 

The results obtained to date would 
feem to indicate that chicks may be 
fed as early as twenty-four hours af- 
ter hatching with no harmful results 
either upon weight gains or mortality 
It is just possible however, that there 
is a happy medium in the neighbor- 
hood of from thirty-six to forty- 
eight hours after hatching.

CANCELLATION OF 
LICENSE EFFECTIVE 


The decision of the Alberta Gov- 
ernment to institute a system of lic- 
enses for automobile drivers will meet 
with general approval. It is in line 
with legistation fc all other provinces 
with one exception — the Calgary 
Herald. 

The bill ‘before the Legislature pro- 
vides that mo driver shall -be allowed 
to handle a car «:nless in possession 
of a driver’s license issued by the 
government. No person in possession 
cf a license shall allow anyone else 
jacking an official permit to operate 
bis car. : 

The experience ¢isewhere of this 
regulation is that it has exercised a 
salutary effect or. the prevailing ten- 
dency to disregard traffic laws. Fines 
for infractions of these laws have fail 
ed to‘teach a lesson to the careless 
river or the sped fiend. Loss of a 
license for a term running from three 
months to a year conveys a lesson in 
a Janguage which this class of law- 
breakc1s understands. 

CanceHation of license bas been 
found an effective deterrent to those 
citizens who insist on operating an 
automobile whils under the influence 
of Hquor. ‘That form of bravado soon 
becomes unpopular in provinces or 
eiates where it is punishable by tying 
up a Gat for d@ stated period. It has 
also been effective in checking the 
practice of stealing cars. The police 
are able to demand the production of 
a Griver’s Hcense from anyone in con- 
trol of a car. Unlicensed drivers can 
be checked up very easily.

tion but that the best chance for suc- 
cesful treatment hes in early treat- 
ment. The longer treatment is delayed 
tie less chance there is for it to be 
successful. 

For thege reasons it seems evident 
‘hat it is in the interest of the patient 
to secure proper, adequate treatment 
from his physician, rather than to at-

Recommendations of 
the Cammittee 


In view of the manifest hazards to | 


which spray coaters are exposed from 
benzine lead ‘and silica dust, the cot- 
clusion arrived ut by the committee 
was that at €xhaust velocity of 200 
Hnear feet per mnute would offér re 
sonably effective protection against 
benzine. Masks or respirators of the 
filter type are not suitable as, they 
must be so impervious that they are 
uncomfortable and interfere with the 
work teing done: 

‘One type of respirator that is con 
sidered efficient is that known-as the 
positive pressure respirator. In tis 
type a positive air supply is affordcd 
bathing the face continuously in pure 
air and maintaining constant outflow 
through the leakage spaces. This type 
of respirator, is correctly designed 
and used will provide efficient protec- 
tion to the worker.

Finally em 
ployers using spray guns should use 
only materials that are labeled as con 
taining less than a certain maximum 
umount of these three harmful in- 
gredients.
